bond. Much of their bad tra its 
can easily be traced to their a s­ 
sociation with the

gunpowder. 
The Sexton lot in Ea st 
Hill 
cemetery referred to is a t the 
extrem e southwest corner of the 
old plat, overlooking the rippling 
waters of Flatrock 
and- upon 
it is erected a large white m a r­ 
ble monument, upon which 
we 
may read the genealogy of 
the 
Sexton family to th a t date. Dr. 
H. G. Sexton’s benevolence and 
forbearance to sue poor patients 
is an un-w ritten code of the pro­ 
fession today and few can 
be 
found, who resort to it and then 
only in aggravated cases, where 
meanness prompts some measly 
wretch, capable to pay, to refuse. 
Jo h n ’s reference to his a unt’s 
disclaimer of relationship

ural l?ut the history of Virginia, 
furnishes us the nam es of some 
illustrious fam ilies in

hontas, daughter of Pow hattan. 
Every school child will 
recall 
the story of Capt. Joh n 
Sm ith, 
who was captured by the Indians 
and, who while captive, amused 
the little Indian maiden, while 
being saved from death by her 
and how she was later taken and 
held as a hostage by the 
Eng­ 
lish. How she became acquaint­ 
ed with and married John Rolfe, 
who took her to England 
and 
presented her to the Crown and 
of her death there a fter the birth 
of a son. From this son sprung 
many 
distinguished 
families, 
among them 
John 
Randolph, 
lenry W. Longfellow and many 
others. One thing certain, John 
can boast of having "one 
six- 
eenth” 100 percent of American 
blood in his veins, for every drop 
of white blood in this "land of 
he free” is of foreign extra c- 
ion.
